General  Water  Supply. 

Fractured  or  burst  Water  Mams  occurred  on  15  occasions  in  the 
parishes  of  Apley,  Bardney,  Fiskerton,  Friesthorpe,  Hackthorn  and 
Reepham. 

Over  188  million  gallons  of  water  were  pumped  from  Welton  Pumping 
Station  during  the  year  and  90%  of  this  was  treated  or  softened  by  the 
Permutit  System  from  30%  hardness  to  7%  degrees.  75  new  connections 
were  made  and  over  500  taps  or  other  fittings  were  re-washered,  or  new 
valves  fitted,  free  to  the  public. 

Lincoln  Corporation  supplies  Saxilby,  Burton,  Riseholme,  Part  of 
Nettleham  and  Bunkers  Fhll  districts. 

HOUSING. 

Housing  Rural  Survey. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’ s  instructions  a  survey 
of  all  houses  under  a  rateable  value  of  £16  is  being  carried  out  and  these 
will  be  classified  into  5  divisions.  The  work  was  commenced  in  August 
and  a  temporary  inspector  was  engaged  in  June  and  every  house  is  being 
card  indexed.  The  Council  were  fortunate  in  engaging  a  good  officer 
(Mr.  Neave)  to  undertake  this  work  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  some 
456  surveys  had  been  done  showing  about  56  houses  to  be  unfit  or  of  a 
poor  standard.  These  will  be  regraded  and  reclassified  before  the  end 
of  the  survey  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  definite  decision. 
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Council  Housing. 

A  programme  to  erect  new  Council  Houses  has  been  started  and 
various  sites  have  been  and  are  being  obtained  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
This  is  a  much  harder  task  than  was  first  thought,  as  many  other  authorities 
have  now  to  be  consulted  and  some  considerable  time  must  elapse  before 
final  consents  are  given.  One’s  efforts  seem  to  be  frustrated  on  all  sides  and 
one  wonders  how  we  ever  erected  nearly  250  houses  before  the  war,  and 
with  no  guiding  hand  but  our  own.  Those  authorities  who  have  building 
sites  already  can  consider  themselves  exceptionally  fortunate,  but  their 
troubles  will  begin  when  contracts  are  obtained  for  House  Building  as 
this  is  a  full  time  job  for  one  official. 

With  regard  to  property  repairs,  this  has  generally  been  very  difficult 
on  account  of  labour  and  materials  which  property  owners  have  found 
to  be  very  scarce. 

Finally,  I  would  add  special  attention  will  have  to  be  paid  to 
property  whenever  labour  and  materials  become  available  generally. 

Sewage. 

As  stated  in  our  previous  reports,  schemes  are  held  up  and  they 
will,  I  hope,  go  forward  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

They  include  the  Parishes  of  : — 

Bardney,  Saxilby,  Nettleham,  Bunkers  Hill  District,  Greetwell 
(part  of),  Welton,  and  other  villages. 

Scavenging. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  Public  Contract  in  the  following 
Parishes  : — 

Full  Scheme — Saxilby  and  Nettleham. 

Part  Scheme —  Dry  Refuse  only.  Bardney,  Greetwell,  Rise- 
holme,  Reepham,  Fiskerton,  Cherry  Willingham,  Barlings, 
Scothern,  Dunholme  and  Sudbrooke. 

All  the  refuse  with  the  exception  of  Bardney  and  Saxilby  is  deposited 
at  Nettleham  Tip  and  is  controlled  by  a  full  time  workman  engaged  for 
this  purpose.  This  work  should  in  future  be  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
so  that  every  village  can  have  this  essential  public  service.

In  addition  2,639  lbs.  of  Semolina  Mould  and  Pudding  Mixtures 
were  disposed  of  as  Animal  Feeding  Stuffs  after  consultation  with  the 
Ministry  of  Food  (Salvage  Division). 

Visits  and  inspections  were  made  at  the  request  of  N.A.A.F.I. 
Canteens  and  Establishments  at  Aerodromes  for  our  advice  regarding 
large  consignments  of  foodstuffs. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  this  class  of  work,  although  the 
farmer  is  still  handicapped  by  the  shortage  of  labour  and  the  demand  for 
increased  food  production.  There  is  still  room  for  considerable  improve¬ 
ment  of  conditions  and  warnings  have  been  issued  in  a  few  cases. 

Every  assistance  and  advice  is  given  to  enable  the  farmer  to  bring 
his  premises  up  to  the  standard  required  to  produce  a  “Designated” 
milk. 

There  are  21  Accredited  and  5  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  Producers 
in  the  area. 

The  total  number  of  cowsheds  is  approximately  210,  housing  2,000 
cows  or  thereabouts. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Scarlet  Fever.  20  cases  occurred  in  the  following  Parishes  : — 

Barlings,  1  ;  Carlton,  South,  1  ;  Fiskerton,  10  ;  Greetwell,  2  ;

GENERAL  REMARKS 
Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

This  is  being  kept  constantly  under  notice  and  the  results  in  terms 
of  cases  notified  is  ample  reward  up  to  now. 

Milk  is  being  produced  under  many  difficulties  both  of  labour  and 
housing,  and  the  purity  of  our  milk  supply  must  be  kept  under  constant 
surveillance.  The  provision  of  good  water  supply,  particularly  as  backed 
up  by  the  War  Agricultural  Committees  is  of  prime  importance.  Our 
aim  must  be  pure  water  and  electricity  supply  for  every  milk  producer. 

The  trials  of  housing  and  other  constructive  work  are  fully 
appreciated  by  the  Council.  In  this  too  we  must  be  constant  and 
assiduous. 

Our  population  seems  to  be  falling,  and  the  Registrar  General,  when 
queries  were  addressed  to  him,  said  that  the  estimates  “had  been 
re-examined  and  there  appears  to  be  no  grounds  for  their  amendment.” 

The  transition  from  War  to  Peace  seems  likely  to  be  slower  than 
seemed  likely,  possibly  because  of  the  totality  of  the  former. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his 
assistant  for  their  steadfast  services.
